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Two sisters vicious

TWO thug sisters 
launched a vicious 
attack on a pub 
landlady when she 
asked them to bring 
their dirty glasses 
back to the bar. 

Veronica Baker, 34, 
and Anita Webber, 37, 
dragged Amanda Hun¬ 
ter, the terrified land¬ 
lady of The Crown in 
Littleport, out from 
behind the bar. They 
then kicked and hit 
her all over her body 
as she lay cowering in 
the lobby. 

Their brutal assault 
smashed the 41-year-old’s 
ear and left her needing 
medical and dental treat¬ 
ment. The vicious attack 
only ended when other cust¬ 
omers dragged the dem¬ 
ented sisters off the batt¬ 
ered victim. 

Now the duo have been 
banned from all three pubs 
in Littleport by Ely 
magistrates. 

The pair, who had 
pleaded guilty to assaulting 
Mrs Hunter at an earlier 
hearing, launched their 
assault on July 19, 2007, at 
about 5.30pm. 

Yetunde Fawehinmi, 
prosecuting, said: “There 
was a discussion which 
started off this incident 
about returning used 
glasses outside the pub to 
the bar before they could 
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get a refill. 

“The landlady came 
outside to look for glasses 
and found them in a bucket 
she said customers used for 
their cigarettes. She was 
concerned about this and 
demanded they bring them 
back into the pub before 
they could have refills.” 

Ms Fawehinmi said their 
friend Sarah Cooper 
smashed some of the 
glasses before going into 
the pub with Mrs Hunter. 

She said: “The two 
defendants then got 
involved and made threats 
saying, ‘you know who we 
are’, and words to that 
effect. 

“Mrs Hunter was then 
dragged out from behind 
the bar and they physically 
assaulted her by hitting, 
punching, and assaulting 
her in various ways.” 

She added: “She was 
pulled into the lobby area 
and they told her she was 
going to be hit, which she 
was. She was kicked in the 
side, hit in the jaw and she 
said she felt someone 
pulling at her top shirt, 
underwear and bra, and 
was hit all over.” 

Ms Fawehinmi said mem¬ 
bers of the public dragged 
the sisters off the landlady. 
The police were called and 
they were arrested.

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Bitterns return to nest in the Fens 


Open day 
for police 


BITTERNS are booming in the Fens. 

The rare birds, known for their 
distinctive call, have delighted 
conservationists by nesting at King¬ 
fisher’s Bridge, near Soham. 

It is the first time bitterns have 
been recorded nesting in the Fens 
since World War Two and the RSPB 
says it is evidence of the wading 
bird’s recovery, with 51 male birds 


recorded at 33 spots in the UK. 

The Fens site has been partly 
converted back to reedbed, which 
appeals to bitterns. 

But Dr Tom Tew, Natural England’s 
chief scientist, believes climate 
change is a threat to the birds. He 
said: “We are searching for ways to 
make them more resilient. We hope 
the wetlands created at Lakenheath 


Fen, the Great Fen and in the 
Somerset Levels will soon be 
attracting bitterns, too.” 

The reclusive bird, closely related 
to the heron, was extinct in Britain 
between 1886 and 1911. 

It reached another low point in 1997 
when the reintroduced population 
dropped to just 11 males.

Jail for drunk who beat 


lifelong friend senseless 


A DRINKER has been 
jailed after a boozy night 
at home saw him lash out. 

John McCallum, 49, beat 
lifelong friend John Brown 
unconscious using an electric 
fan and slapped Mr Brown’s 
girlfriend in the face, magist¬ 
rates in Ely heard. 

The court heard the two men 
had embarked on a drinking 
session in Ely with Anne Tobin, 
Mr Brown’s girlfriend, before a 
fight broke out when she acc¬ 
used McCallum of touching her. 

McCallum, of Back Lane, 
Great Cambourne, admitted one 
charge of assault and one of 
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causing actual bodily harm. He 
was jailed for four months. 

Janet South, presiding mag¬ 
istrate, said: “It was a vicious, 
sustained attack with a weapon. 
Mr Brown lost consciousness 
and was hospitalised.” 

Magistrates dismissed a 
request for sentencing to be 
adjourned for a report into 
McCallum’s suitability for 
treatment for alcohol problems. 

Suki Dhadda, prosecuting, 
said the assaults took place at 


McCallum’s old home in New 
Barns Avenue, Ely, on June 6. 

Ms Dhadda told magistrates 
the three spent a “fairly jovial 
evening drinking and chatting” 
until Mr Brown left the room to 
use the toilet. 

The court heard a statement 
from Ms Tobin in which she 
said McCallum touched her 
breast and backside. 

When Ms Tobin told Mr 
Brown, he asked McCallum why 
he had “touched my missus” 
and an argument began. 

Ms Tobin said in her witness 
statement that McCallum 
picked up an electric fan and 
repeatedly hit Mr Brown in the 


face, sending blood “every¬ 
where”. 

Ms Tobin was slapped in the 
face by McCallum when she 
tried to intervene, leaving her 
with bruising and swelling to 
an eye and a cut to her forehead. 

Ms Booth, mitigating, said 
McCallum had set out by acting 
in self-defence after Mr Brown 
made the first approach but 
used force “beyond what was 
appropriate in self-defence”. 

She added: “He rather lost the 
plot.” 

Magistrates were told that 
McCallum denied touching Ms 
Tobin and he was particularly 
sensitive to such allegations.

Mrs Hunter, who moved from 
Colchester to take over the manage¬ 
ment of The Crown with her husband 
Steve in January, needed medical 
treatment for a damaged ear, and 
dental treatment because some of her 
teeth had become loose. 

Ms Fawehinmi said the landlady 
was still frightened following the 
incident. 

Webber, of Churchill Close, Ely, told 
the court: “It was just something 


which got out of hand.” 

Her younger sister Baker, of Ely 
Road, Ely, added: “We have lost our 
jobs because of this. I genuinely feel 
sorry for what we have done and the 
harm we have caused.” 

Magistrates imposed a two-year 
exclusion order which means they 
cannot go to the The Crown, The 
Plough and Harrow, and The Black 
Horse in Littleport. 

They must also pay £100 compen¬ 
sation each, pay costs of £75 each, 


and carry out 60 hours of community 
service despite Webber’s protests 
because she has an 11-year-old 
daughter. 

The Crown is a member of 
Pubwatch, and Baker and Webber 
will now both be on their list of 
banned people. 

■ Sarah Cooper, 23, of Little Thetford, 
has pleaded not guilty to assaulting 
Amanda Hunter on July 19, 2007. She 
was bailed until October 18.

Call for bigger sewage 
works as city expands

ELY is growing so fast that 
its council needs to answer 
an urgent call - for a new 
sewage works. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council has been allocated £1.5 
million to relocate the city’s 
sewage works in the wish list of 
county projects drawn up by 
Cambridgeshire Horizons. 

Ely’s population has risen to an 
estimated 17,500, up from 15,100 
in 2001, and with further growth 
to come the council believes extra 
capacity is needed. 

The sewage works will move 
from Willow Walk if Cambridge¬ 
shire Horizons, which is in 
charge of delivering 47,500 new 
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homes and improved infra¬ 
structure for the county, has its 
schemes approved by the 
Government. 

That will free up prime city 
centre land by the riverside at 
Willow Walk, with the council 
deciding on possible uses in its 
forthcoming Ely Masterplan. 

Although Anglian Water oper¬ 
ates the site, the council owns 
part of the land, alongside 
private landowners. 

A council spokesman said: 
“There is a need for a new 
sewage works within the district 


to cope with any future growth. 
The current site is coping at the 
moment, but we need to get the 
infrastructure in place for the 
future.” 

The spokesman added that a 
site for the new sewage works 
has yet to be identified. 

The council also submitted a 
bid to Cambridgeshire Horizons 
for £500,000 for a country park for 
Ely, also on the wish list. 

John Hill, the council’s chief 
executive, said: “The decision by 
the board of Cambridgeshire 
Horizons to put forward our bids 
to central Government is a 
hurdle cleared on the road to 
improving our district. 


“The funding will make a 
significant difference to our 
ability to make East Cambridge¬ 
shire fit for future growth. 

“It is important that we ensure 
the required infrastructure is in 
place as our city and towns 
develop. Over the next few 
months, my officers will be 
working out the true costs of our 
projects.” 

The council starts work on the 
Ely Masterplan in December and 
will focus on the need to improve 
infrastructure, leisure facilities 
and business growth as the city 
develops.

She said she had previously been a 
good seller on eBay, with 98 per cent 
positive feedback, before she began to 
sell the prams. 

She added: “She used that money to 
keep the family going. She said it did 
not pay for luxury items for herself, 
but on food, rent and bills. 

“She is very ashamed of what occ¬ 
urred and feels very responsible for 
what she did and the losses to the 12 
women who purchased the items.” 

The case was adjourned for pre¬ 
sentence reports to be drawn up, and 
presiding magistrate Bryant Watson 
said all sentencing options were being 
left open, including custody. 

Marley was granted unconditional 
bail and will next appear at Ely Mag¬ 
istrates’ Court on October 11.

Mum’s eBay 
pram scam 

PREGNANT women were con¬ 
ned out of thousands of 
pounds when they bought 
prams on eBay 

Simone Marley, a mother herself, 
made £4,363 in the scam, which invol¬ 
ved selling prams on the internet 
auction site, and then failing to deli¬ 
ver them once the money had been 
paid. 

The 34-year-old admitted 12 counts 
of theft when she appeared before 
magistrates in Ely last week and 
could now face jail. 

She received money from 12 women 
between June and August last year, 
which ranged from £29.99 to £790. 

They believed they were buying 
top-of-the-range Bugaboo Gecko 
Prams, which retail for £469, but they 
never arrived. 

Yetunde Fawehinmi, prosecuting, 
told the court: “The victims in most 
of the cases were pregnant women in 
the advanced stages of pregnancy, 
shopping for their babies.” 

Ms Fawehinmi said Marley asked 
the purchasers to send a cheque to her 
address in The Causeway, Soham, and 
to make them payable to W Harper - 
her young son Wesley who now lives 
in America. 

She told the magistrates: “Alarm 
bells rang with the victims when they 
did not receive the goods they had 
ordered. 

“The victims were vulnerable, preg¬ 
nant women, waiting for their first 
babies to arrive, and in one case it 
was a grandmother waiting for a 
pram for her first grandchild.” 

Marley, who now lives in Scaltback 
Close, Newmarket, had a “drop shipp¬ 
ing arrangement” with specialist 
baby shop Two Left Feet, but she 
never took delivery of the prams and 
did not send them to the buyers. 


One year ban 
for drink-driver 

A DRINK driver who tried to hide her 
boozy breath from police has been 
banned. 

Vanessa Badcock, 40, of West Drive 
Soham, admitted drink driving before 
magistrates in Ely. She was 
disqualified for 12 months and fined 
£200, with £60 costs. 

Suki Dhadda, prosecuting, said 
Badcock had been stopped by officers 
who saw her driving through Soham 
at a speed above the limit. 

Ms Dhadda told magistrates: “She 
kept covering her mouth with her 
hand in an attempt to conceal that 
she had been drinking.” 

A breathalyser test found 43 
microgrammes of alcohol in 100 
millilitres of breath. The legal limit 
is 35.

Hope for cash aid to 
clean up blighted site 


OWNERS of blighted homes 
built on contaminated land hope 
a clean-up operation could soon 
end four years of misery 

East Cambridgeshire District Council 
said it expects to hear within weeks if it 
has secured funding for remediation 
work at Old School Close, Littleport, 
which was poisoned by mercury and 
cancer-causing chemicals from an old 
gasworks and affects 31 homes. 

It has submitted a funding bid for 
£371,000 to the Department for 
Environment, Food and Rural Affairs 
(Defra) so it can clean up land at the five 
most severely affected homes. At this 
month’s Environment and Transport 
Committee, council members heard 
they should hear from Defra in October 
if the bid has been successful. 

The council has already approved a 
payment of £370,000 to cover costs for 
the 26 less severely affected. Work is 
expected to begin when all the funding 
is in place. 

Council officers have recommended 
soil replacement for all the properties, 
after finding it would be impossible to 
secure funding for the demolition of the

five severely affected homes. 

David Murfitt, who lives with wife 
Amanda and their two children in one 
of the less severely affected homes in 
Old School Close, is keen to see work 
begin. 

He said: “We just need to get it done. 
Next April, it will have been five years 
since this started. 

“We were looking at moving when 
this started but we can’t sell our house, 
we can’t put it on the market so we are 
stuck, really 

“But once the new soil is put in place 
it will be no different to any other house 
and eventually we should not have a 
problem in selling the properties.” 

At the latest meeting, councillors also 
heard an update on the process 
regarding the receipt of tenders for 
companies willing to take on the 
remediation work. 

Liz Knox, the council’s head of 
environmental services and housing, 
said: “Since we declared the site as 
‘contaminated land’ in November last 


year, we have been moving forward with 
the process of cleaning up this land and 
pursuing additional funds to decon¬ 
taminate the land. 

“We have already committed £370,000 
of our own money to deal with the 
clean-up of the land and are in ongoing 
discussions with Defra to fund further 
work. 

“Throughout this process we have 
been in constant dialogue with the 
residents currently living on the site, 
explaining the process and giving them 
the latest health and safety information 
as we have it. 

“The residents’ association under¬ 
stand the pressures we have been work¬ 
ing under and share our determination 
to resolve the issue.” 

The homes were built in 2001 and the 
council admitted the site was contam¬ 
inated in 2003. Householders have been 
unable to sell or remortgage their 
properties ever since. 

Malcolm Moss, MP for North East 
Cambridgeshire, has raised their plight 
in the House of Commons. He called on 
the Government to act and warned such 
problems would recur with increased 
development on brownfield sites.

Suicide threat Asbo girl 
admits railway trespass 


Driver hurt as 
beet is hurled 
at windscreen 


A PENSIONER has 
been left with eye 
injuries after her car’s 
windscreen was shat¬ 
tered by a sugar beet 
hurled from an on¬ 
coming vehicle. 

The 72-year-old, who 
wishes to remain 
anonymous, was driv¬ 
ing late at night on the 
A1101 near Littleport 
when she heard a 
sound like an 
“explosion” as a car 
passed her. She was 
showered with glass 
and a sugar beet 
landed in her lap. 

The pensioner has 
had surgery to remove 
glass from her eye, but 
has been told some 
shards remain and 
that both her eyeballs 
are scratched. 

A second car follow¬ 
ing behind was sub¬ 
jected to an identical 
attack. Police are 
investigating the offen¬ 
ces as criminal dam¬ 
age endangering life. 

The pensioner was 
driving with her hus¬ 
band towards Wisbech 
between 11.50pm and 
midnight on Saturday 
when she saw an on¬ 
coming car approach 
with full-beam head¬ 
lights. 

She told the Weekly 
News : “They put the 
headlights down and 
then there was an 
almighty explosion. I 


thought the car must 
have thrown some¬ 
thing up, but then this 
sugar beet landed in 
my lap. There was 
glass everywhere, 
glass in my eye. 

“What fun do they 
get out of it? They 
don’t even stay to see 
what happens.” 

The woman said she 
was dazzled by the 
car’s full-beam lights 
and was unable to see 
the occupants or the 
make of vehicle. 

The sugar beet, 
about 4in across, split 
in two as it smashed 
the windscreen. 

Despite medical 
treatment, the victim 
is still suffering pain 
because of the attack. 

She said: “I went to 
hospital and was told I 
have scratches in both 
eyes. 

“I will be having 
further examinations 
as they said I still have 
glass in my right eye. 

“I went into the 
operating theatre, but 
the surgeons could not 
get all the glass as it is 
translucent.”

A DRUNKEN teen who 
threatened to jump off a 
railway bridge was 
arrested for trespass 
and breaking the terms 
of her anti-social be¬ 
haviour order. 

Faye Szulc cost Network 
Rail thousands of pounds 
when she threatened to jump 
off a railway bridge in Ely 

The 19-year-old, who has an 
anti-social behaviour order 
(ASBO), was drunk and dis¬ 
tressed on the night she 
nearly jumped. 

She pleaded guilty to 
trespassing on railway lines 
at Willow Walk, Ely, on 
August 3, and breaking her 
ASBO, when she appeared 
before magistrates in Ely 

Yetunde Fawehinmi, pros¬ 
ecuting, said the police were 
called at about 9.50pm and 
officers tried to coax Szulc 
down, but she said she would 
jump unless the police went 
away 

Eventually she came down 
at about 11.30pm when 
officers moved into a nearby 
park, and she fled in a friend’s 
car. 

She said 13 trains were 
delayed as a result, around 
329 minutes were lost, and it 
cost Network Rail £5,243. 

Nick Barnes, mitigating, 
said that Szulc had a drink 
problem, and had been feeling

depressed in the past few 
months and had even 
voluntarily admitted herself 
to Fulbourn Hospital. 

He said: “Miss Szulc was 
clearly attempting to harm 
herself in some way She was 
focused on her own diffi¬ 
culties and problems and did 
not realise the problems she 
was causing, and did not 
intend to hold up any trains.” 

Szulc, of Christopher Tye 
Close, Ely, also admitted 
stealing two bottles of spirits 
from Waitrose in Ely on July 
25. 

She was issued with an 
ASBO in June 2006 which 
bans her from using abusive, 
threatening or insulting 
words or behaviour in Ely 
and Soham. 

In April it was extended to 
prevent her from entering the 
City of Ely Community 
College and its surrounding 
area after she abused school 
staff and threatened the 
school’s headmaster, but that 
was amended on Thursday so 
she can enter a building at the 
school for a class. 

Magistrates adjourned 
sentencing until October 11 so 
a pre-sentence report can be 
drawn up. Szulc was granted 
unconditional bail.

MASSIVE pay che¬ 
ques and astronom¬ 
ical pensions for NHS 
bosses in the East of 
England have come 
under attack. 

Millions are being paid 
out as the region’s NHS 
faces a total debt of £152 
million and Cambridge¬ 
shire Primary Care Trust 
battles a £52 million cash 
crisis and the axing of 
services and jobs. 

A pay report, revealed 
as part of the body’s AGM, 
shows huge salaries being 
paid to those in charge of 
the new strategic health 
authority (SHA).

Sue’s ready for her 
biggest adventure 


Left penniless and homeless as a child, stigmatised for 
being a teenage single mum in the 1960s, and subjected 
to a terrifying attack by a patient - it’s been an eventful life 
for mental health nurse Sue Cowan. ALICE RYAN reports. 


A S THE hands 

tightened around her 
throat, Sue Cowan 
desperately fought 
for breath. Gripping 
the steering wheel tight, she 
could barely keep the car on 
the road... 

A mental health nurse, Sue was being 
throttled by a paranoid patient. “That 
was a pretty scary moment,” admits 
the 60-year-old, grimacing at the 
thought. 

“This lady had absconded and I had a 
call to say she’d been seen lying in the 
middle of the road, could I go and 
collect her? So off I went in my Ford 
Capri. 

“I got her in the back seat and drove 
off - and then she started trying to 
strangle me. I had septicaemia in one 
arm, after being savaged by my cat. 
And my other hand was on the 
steering wheel, so I couldn’t pull her 
off. 

“I managed to stop the car, thank God. 
I freed myself but she refused to get 
out. That was almost the only time, in 
all my years of nursing, when I felt 
really cross...” 

Sue, who lives in Soham, has just 
retired after more than four decades in 
the National Health Service. Looking 
back, she concedes there were 
several sticky moments. But still she 
wouldn’t change a thing. “I loved it,” 
she explains. “Helping people deal 
with their problems is really 
rewarding.” 

Born in London, the eldest of four, Sue 
and her family moved to Rhodesia 
when she was just nine years old. Her 
father, a cocktail butler on The Strand, 
had been offered a job there; the first 


few months were, remembers Sue, 
blissfully happy. 

“I fell in love with Africa: I’ve been back 
five times. But unfortunately my mum 
fell ill and had to come back to 
England, where she had a 
hysterectomy for cancer. 

“My dad stayed in Rhodesia to pay off 
medical debts and subsequently 
deserted mum and the four of us. We 
were left penniless and without a 
home.” 

With nowhere else to go, Sue’s mum, 
Barbara, moved back to her native 
Cambridgeshire. “We moved in with 
my grandma in Cottenham,” Sue 
explains. “And that’s when my mum 
got the job at Fulbourn.” 

Starting as a nursing assistant at the 
famous psychiatric hospital, Barbara 
worked her way up to sister. 

After leaving school, Sue got a part- 
time job as a waitress. Saving up her 
tips, she used to buy chocolates for 
her mother’s patients; the nurses in 
charge, a Miss Brock and Miss Legg, 
were, “quite impressed, I think”. 

Going on to work as a comptometer 
operator, Sue’s career in computing 
was cut short - by a terrifying scooter 
accident. “The visor of my helmet 
smashed in my face,” she says. “I 
ended up unconscious in 
Addenbrooke’s.” 

When she returned to work, several 
weeks later, her boss was less than 
sympathetic. “So I told him he could 


keep his job,” says Sue, laughing. 

“And I went to see Miss Brock and 
Miss Legg, and asked if I could do my 
nurse training.” 

Less than a fortnight later, in the 
summer of 1965, Sue began training. 
“What they didn’t know was that I was 
pregnant,” she says. “I was 17 and, in 
those days, it just wasn’t acceptable.” 
It was, Sue adds, “a traumatic time”. 
But, determined to get her 
qualifications, she soldiered on. “It was 
tough because Kevin, my son, was 
nought to three while I trained,” says 
Sue. “But he became my crusade. My 
mum and I worked opposite shifts, so 
one of us was always at home with 
him.” 

From the moment she started work at 
Fulbourn, Sue loved her job, which 
was nothing if not varied. “When I was 
working in admissions people would 
come in accompanied by eight police 
officers, because they were so 
violent,” she remembers. “That could 
be a bit hairy. One man flew through 
the interview room door, smashing the 
reinforced glass everywhere.” 

For the last 15 years, Sue has worked 
with the community health team - 
where 98 per cent of her clients had 
schizophrenia or related psychiatric 
problems. 

“I’m still in touch with some of them,” 
she says. “When you work with 
someone for a long time you get to 
know them pretty well; as one of my

clients put it, I’m her ‘professional 
friend’. I was even invited to one 
client’s wedding, which was a huge 
privilege.” 

By offering support, understanding 
and expertise, Sue has helped people 
deal with a host of conditions, 
including agoraphobia. “I was at the 
garden centre one day and this 
woman came rushing up saying “It’s 
my adorable Sue! She’s the woman 
who gave me my life’,” she adds. 
“When I met her she hadn’t left the 
house for six years. So, little by little, I 
got her to go out and walk up the 
street, then the village, then take the 
bus... To see someone blossom like 
that is very rewarding.” 

With her son Kevin, 42, now a father 
himself, Sue says being a grandma (to 
two grandsons and three step- 
grandchildren) is “pretty cool”. Since 
retiring in May, she’s enjoyed 
spending more time with her family - 
and planning the trip of a lifetime. 

At Christmas, she’s off on a three- 
month tour of Australia and New 


Zealand, where she’ll swim with 
dolphins, walk with tigers and take a 
trip on an America’s Cup Yacht. 

“After so long looking after other 
people, it’s time to look after me,” 
explains Sue, who’s arranged for a 
house-sitter to care for her home and 
beloved cat Jake in her absence. 

In the last 18 months, Sue has lost an 
amazing five stones in weight. “I was 
more than 21 stones and I’m only five 
feet five,” she said. “I wanted to have 
a long and healthy retirement - so I 
knew I had to do something about it. 
By the time I get on that plane in 
December I’ll have lost another two 
stone.” 

Nominated by her colleagues, Sue 
was also invited to a Buckingham 
Palace garden party this summer, in 
recognition of her services to both the 
NHS and her local community. “That 
was just fantastic,” she enthuses. 

“The Queen was only a few feet away 
from me. So far, this has been the 
most amazing year.”

However, the district council still 
needs to establish the exact cost of a 
country park and investigate 
sources for any necessary external 
funding.

THE widow of a lorry driver 
killed at an A14 blackspot in 
2005 has made a heartbroken 
plea for safety measures to 
be introduced after another 
trucker lost his life. 

Adrian Davis would have been 
celebrating his 57th birthday this 
week with his wife Gillian, of York 
Road, Chatteris. 

She spoke out after hearing about 
the tragedy that claimed another 
life last Tuesday when a lorry 
overturned on the cloverleaf 
interchange at the junction of the 
A14, Mil and A428 at Girton, and 
burst into flames. 

Mr Davis died at exactly the same 
spot on March 31, 2005. A corporal 
in the RAF for 24 years, he was 
negotiating the same bend when his 
green Mercedes articulated lorry 
left the road and rolled over. 

Cambridgeshire County Council 
said that from March 2005, four 
motorists have lost their lives at the 
interchange, including Mr Davis 
and the latest victim. Three people 
have suffered serious injuries and 


there have been 32 slight injuries in 
that time. 

Through tears, Mrs Davis said: 
“Every time there’s an accident on 
that road it brings that horrible day 
back to me. 

“That road has ruined my life. I 
wouldn’t wish what I’ve gone 
through on my worst enemy. I have 


been through hell. 

“Maybe they need to go through a 
bit of what I’ve gone through to do 
something about that road. We had 
just moved into the perfect 
bungalow when I lost Adrian. 

“My heart goes out to the family 
of that lorry driver. How many 
deaths do there have to be before 


they do something?” 

A Highways Agency spokes¬ 
woman said: “With the tragedy 
being a fatal we will look at the 
report from the police.” 

Motorist David Punter, who was 
caught up in last Tuesday’s drama 
which caused traffic chaos across 
the county, told the Weekly News 
what he had seen. 

He said: “There was a loud 
explosion that shook the car. I got 
out to see the smoke around the 
bend a short way ahead. 

“As we walked up to the corner we 
could see that there was a truck on 
its side. We were told the driver was 
still inside. 

“We got about 100 yards from the 
vehicle, and there was another 
explosion from the overturned 
trailer which was carrying gas 
canisters. 

“The truck was now on fire and 
everyone was forced back. Someone 
called the police. We were moved 
back under the bridge as there was 
danger of further explosions. 

“Another explosion happened. I 
could hear empty canisters landing 
on the road where cars had been 
abandoned. Smoke could be seen for 
many miles.” 


Officers in March 
arrested suspects for 
crimes ranging from 
criminal damage to 
sexual assault on 
Thursday, September 13, 
in addition to their 
normal duties. 

Chief Inspector Jane 
Weir said: “This was a 
real team effort by the 
neighbourhood officers, 
CID officers and reactive 
officers. We already have 
more of these days 
planned in other areas 
across Fenland.”

Cannabis 
unit boss 
is jailed 

A BOSS whose business was failing 
turned his industrial unit into a 
cannabis factory. 

But police put paid to Martin 
Timothy’s drug-dealing plans when 
they raided the premises and dis¬ 
covered the large-scale cannabis set-up. 

Now Timothy, who had more than 
800 plants in production at the unit at 
Honeysome Road Industrial Estate, 
Chatteris, has been jailed. 

Cambridge Crown Court was told the 
47-year-old, of Fenton Way, Chatteris, 
was running a metal fabrication and 
garage business from the unit and had 
established a sophisticated, potentially 
successful, cannabis factory there. 

Rooms with cannabis plants at 
various stages of growth, plus an area 
dubbed the “mother” room containing 
22 large plants and more than 350 seed¬ 
lings in an incubation unit, were 
found. 

Forensic analysis showed the 799 
flowering plants could have produced a 
yield of 24 kilos - with a wholesale 
value of almost £90,000. 

Also found were 373 hollow-point 
bullets in the office safe, which was 
ammunition for a gun Timothy relinq¬ 
uished to the police when the firearms 
certificate for his legally-held shotgun 
expired. 

Timothy admitted the cannabis 
production and illegal possession of 
the ammunition. 

In mitigation, Azza Brown said 
Timothy set up the cannabis operation 
when his business went downhill and 
he faced money problems. 

Timothy was jailed for 15 months for 
the drug charge, with 15 months 
concurrent for the ammunition charge.

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Autumn gems you’ll love 


September in the garden can produce riot of 
technicolour if you know how to prepare well 


AS MANY gardeners 
will now be thinking 
about emptying their 
patio pots of exhausted 
bedding plants, the 
gems of the late sum¬ 
mer border come into 
their own. 

Anyone who relishes 
September colour should 
not be without rudbeckias, 
also known as black-eyed 
Susan, grown for their 
brightly coloured daisies 


with the big black cone in 
the centre in shades from 
burnt orange to vivid yellow. 

Old-fashioned rudbeckias 
grew lanky and required 
some staking, but more 
modern cultivars such as 
“Goldsturm” are naturally 
bushy and self-supporting 
with a long flowering season, 


although they need regularly 
deadheading to flower better. 

Heleniums also make a 
superb late-flowering contri¬ 
bution to the garden in 
shades of yellow, bronze, 
orange and red. They are 
good partners for sedums 
and asters, are good for 
cutting and attract bees and 
other 
beneficial 
insects. 

For a 
splash of 
purple, go for 
Aster x 
frikartii 
“Monch”, 
whose daisy¬ 
like flowers 
have a yellow 
centre. For a 
more subtle 
show, grow 
Amaryllis 
belladonna, 
the scented 
bulb whose 
clusters of 
pink flowers 
open on stout 
stems in the 
autumn. 

For the 
back of an 
informal 
border, 
lavatera 


(mallow) will flower its heart 
out well into the autumn, 
producing masses of showy, 
funnel-shaped flowers in 
colours from white, to pink 
and purple-pink. They thrive 
in sunny, herbaceous 
borders. 

Some annual lavateras are 
often grown as bedding 
plants, but if you want a 
more permanent fixture go 
for the tree mallow, L. olbia, 
which grows to 2m (6ft). Pop¬ 
ular varieties include 
“Rosea”, with its mauve-pink 
flowers, and “Barnsley”, 
with pale pink flowers and a 
deeper pink eye. 

Best of the bunch may be 
Physalis (Chinese lantern). 
These unusual herbaceous 
perennials produce 

unimpressive cream- 

coloured, bell-shaped flowers 
in summer followed by much 
more noticeable seedheads - 
papery lanterns which turn 
from green to beige and 
lastly a dazzling orange or 
scarlet in autumn, enclosing 
bright red, gold or purple 
berries. 

They retain their colour 
well when dried for indoor 
decorative use, or can be left 
on the plant through winter, 
finally revealing the berries 
inside.

He said: “It’s a service that 
I offer and I want people to 
be comfortable and happy 
not just during the session 
but after I’ve gone too. 

“I came out of the police 
force and was at a loose end 
when I started to take 
courses. It was then that I 
realised there was a lot to it 
(chiropody) and I took my 
degree. I love the job because

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls.

Q Arrange for change of address cards to be printed.

□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape.

C02 casualty 


Emissions down but is it enough?

I FUEI _there’s a huge battle going on as motorists face price hikes. 


FIGURES to be published in 
Towards Sustainability - 
SMMT’s eighth annual 
sustainability report - will 
show annual C02 emissions 
from UK car and 
commercial vehicle 
manufacturing have fallen 
36.5 per cent from 2.14 to 
1.36 million tonnes in just 
four years. 

This improvement follows 
figures in SMMT’s new car C02 
report, published in July, which 
revealed average new car C02 
emissions fell 12 per cent in a 
decade, saving an estimated one 
million tonnes of C02 each year. 

In addition to charting progress 
on environmental measures, 
Towards Sustainability looks at 
sector economics. This year, it will 
show the value of Britain’s largest 
manufacturing sector which 
employs more than 850,000 people 
and has a turnover of £48.5bn. 

However, despite the improve¬ 
ment in sustainability and the 
importance of the sector to jobs 
and the economy, government and 
opposition parties are currently 
battling to “out-green” each other 
with a series of unworkable policy 


measures for manufacturers and 
their customers. SMMT has today 
called for a stop to the hollow 
gestures which undermine 
confidence and send a message 
that threatens jobs and investment 
in the UK. 

“In the hunt for a good sound¬ 
bite, politicians are losing sight of 
good policy,” said SMMT chief 
executive Christopher Macgowan. 
“Ideas like banning petrol cars or 
slapping £2,000 on the price of a 
new car might make headlines, but 
they offer little in the way of 
practical solutions to the very real 
issue of limiting climate change.’ 

The automotive sector is 
Europe’s largest investor in 
research and development, 
spending £14bn annually, or four 
per cent of turnover in bringing 
cleaner technologies to market. 
But in parallel with the 
development of cleaner vehicles, 
industry argues that cost-effective 
complementary measures like 
wider biofuel distribution and 
congestion reduction must be at 
the heart of government policy. 

This integrated approach also 
means developing measures that 


help improve driver behaviour, a 
point made last week in a report 
published by the Commission for 
Integrated Transport. According 
to CflT, measures like eco-driving 
and better speed limit enforcement 
could save 1.7 million tonnes of 
carbon dioxide by 2020 alone. 

Towards Sustainability will be 
launched on October 9, and is 
currently available to download 
from www.smmtco.uk 

Meanwhile the RMI Petrol 
Retailers Association (PRA) has 
pleaded for the Government to 
hold off the October 1 fuel duty 
increaase to help petrol retailers - 
and thereby stave off the increase 
to a £1 a litre. 

“With both oil prices and 
interest rates on the rise, the 
Government must postpone the 
fuel duty increase scheduled for 1 
October, or risk putting undue 
financial strain on motorists and 
petrol retailers alike,” according 
to Ray Holloway, director of the 
PRA. 

The upcoming two-pence-per- 
litre increase was announced in 
March as part of the Budget, but 
deferred until the autumn. Duty 


has already increased twice in the 
last ten months, with increases 
that coincided with the Pre-Budget 
Report in December 2006, and with 
the Budget in March 2007. 

According to Holloway, the 
scheduled increase should be 
deferred indefinitely: “A third tax 
increase in ten months will 
squeeze the tiny margins that 
petrol retailers work under further 
still. We already have less filling 
stations in the UK than in 1912, 


and it will not take much to push 
more stations out of business. 

Holloway adds: “Around 65 per 
cent of the price at the pump is 
tax. With oil prices rising, the 
Treasury will soon receive greater 
revenues than expected when the 
increase hits the price at the 
pump, so the Chancellor will be 
making more money anyway. Why 
not allow forecourt traders a little 
breathing room, so they can stay 
in business?”

UP TO 70 per cent of 
the signs on rural 
roads are unnecessary 
“clutter” which could 
be removed, 

campaigners have 
claimed. 

Having fewer signs 
enhances the beauty of the 
countryside and can 
encourage more responsible 
driving, according to the 
Campaign to Protect Rural 
England (CPRE). 

And the RAC Foundation 
said too many signs on the 
roads “simply confuse” 
motorists. 

The CPRE wants the 
Government to issue 
guidance on how to fix 
signs and design roads to 
prevent overuse of signage 
to enhance the appearance 
the landscape. 

At an Institute for 
Highway Incorporated 
Engineers conference in 
Loughborough, CPRE 
planning campaigner Paul 
Miner urged highway 
authorities to carry out 
“clutter audits” of 
secondary A, B and lesser 
roads. 

An audit of the A32 in 
rural Hampshire found 70 
per cent of the signs could 
be removed, according to 
the CPRE. 

Mr Miner said: “The 
Government wants local 
authorities to be ‘place 
shapers’. The best place 
everyone can start is by 
looking at the appearance of 
our roads. 

“Most of our rural roads 
are a mess of unnecessary 
and standardised signage 
that looks bland and 
encourages irresponsible 
motoring. 

“By getting rid of this 
clutter, local councils, 
highway engineers and 
communities can make our 


countryside a safer and 
more attractive place to be.” 

He said obsolete signs 
were often not removed, 
while there was also an 
excess of warning and 
speeding signs. 

Sheila Rainger, head of 
campaigns at the RAC 
Foundation, said: “Road 
signs are designed to warn, 
instruct and advise, but if 
overused they simple 
confuse. 

“Highways authorities 
have the best of intentions, 
hoping that additional signs 
will enhance road safety, 
but a surfeit of signs can 
lead to disaster. 

“Their physical presence 
on the roadside threatens 
bikers and cyclists, while 
the mental load required to 
process excess information 
compromises drivers’ 
concentration.” 

■ The small German town 
of Bohmte has engaged in 
an unusual experiment - 
the council has removed all 
its road signs apart from 
one, as you enter the town, 
saying: “Priority changed”. 

The £1.6m scheme is 
funded by the European 
Union and is based on the 
“shared space” traffic 
management concept 
pioneered by Dutch expert 
Hans Monderman. Road 
users negotiate using hand 
signals and/or eye contact. 

Nobody has priority on 
roundabouts and junctions. 

“The residents were 
against the obvious 
suggestion which would 
have been a bypass, because 
experience showed that 
they take away customers 
from the shops,” the mayor 
of Bohmte, Klaus 
Goedejohann, said. “They 
wanted to keep traffic 
passing through the town 
centre but slower and at a 
reduced volume,”he added.
